KNITTING HINTS 

GAUGE Gauge means the number of stitches equal to one inch and the num¬ 
ber of rows equal to one inch. To make your article the same size as stated in 
the directions you must obtain the correct gauge. Before starting any article, 
make a 4-inch square swatch of the main stitch to be used in the item, using 
the yarn and needles specified in the directions. If one inch has fewer stitches 
than specified, make another swatch with smaller needles. If it has too many 
stitches, make another swatch with larger needles. 

BLOCKING Place pieces to be blocked on a flat, padded surface, wrong side 
up; pin to measurements with rust-proof pins. When there are two identical 
pieces to be blocked, pin together as one piece. Place a damp cloth over pinned 
pieces and run iron very lightly over surface to steam. DO NOT PRESS 
HEAVILY. Leave pinned in position until thoroughly dry.
